I n d i a n a p o l i s , November 
2 0 t b . — That 
Powderly still has control of the K nights 
of Labor Convention was shown this m orn­ 
ing when the Committee on Laws subm it­ 
ted a report recommending am endm ents in 
accordance with Powderly’s recommenda­ 
tions. 
It is intended to carry out the “ one 
m an ” power which he advocated, and pro­ 
vide for a General 
Master 
W orkman, 
W orthy Forem an, General Secretary, Treas­ 
urer and a General Director of W oman's 
Work. 
The General Executive Board con­ 
sists of four members besides the General 
Master W orkm an, and the Co-operative 
Board shall consist of two members besides 
the General W orthy Forem an. 
Ail except 
the General Executive Board and General 
Co-operative Board will be taken from the 
floor of the General Assembly, and when 
selected serve two years. 
This is a reduction of two m em bers in 
each Board, besides the union oflicers Sec­ 
retary and Treasurer. 
But the place where 
Powderly’s influence most appears is the 
article which provides that the General 
Master W orkm an shall be Chairman ex­ 
officio of the General Executive Board, and 
shall, as soon as practicable, subm it to the 
General Assembly the names of eight per­ 
sons from whom the General Assembly 
shall select four members. This will be 
done as soon as possible, and at the same 
session at which the General Master W ork­ 
m an is elected. 
It further provides that the General 
W orthy Forem an shall be ex officio Chair­ 
m an of the General Co-operative Board ; 
that he shall subm it to the General As­ 
sembly four names, from which they shall 
select two, who will constitute the Board. 
After a debate, the report was adopted. 
The afternoon session was taken up by 
the Committee on Law w ith m inor changes 
of the constitution. Contrary to the rec­ 
om mendation of Powderly, the tim e of 
meeting is unchanged. The General Master 
W orkm an shall hereafter fill all vacancies 
on the Board by appointm ent, this being 
a new power added to the office. 
It is 
now proper for any member of the General 
Executive Board to approve the report of 
the Secretary and Treasurer, although that 
was formerly permitted only to the General 
Master W orkman. 
The General Assembly, so desiring, may 
hereafter declare vacant any place on the 
Board, and it can do so without, at the 
same tim e, expelling the officer so re­ 
moved. 
Before appointm ent Organizers 
m ust pass a proper examination. 
This same committee reported the ap­ 
proval of Powderly’s denunciation of the 
Provisional Committee. 
The Mileage Committee reported the 
total mileage of .the General Assembly to 
be 189,829 miles and the am ount to be paid 
$71,593. 
By a formal vote all decisions of the 
General Master W orkman since the Gen­ 
eral Assembly a year ago were approved. 


BARRY ON THE W ARPATH. 
I n d ia n a p o l is, November 12th.—T . B . 
Barry to-night issued a formal open letter 
to the K nights of Labor delegates. He says: 
In violation of alt law of Knighthood and 
justice, you have denied me a fair trial or an 
opportunity to be heard in my defense, and bv 
your action placed yourselves in full accord 
with the unlawful and unwarranted action of 
the General Executive Board, whom I bad 
charged with irregularities, and who, being un­ 
able to answer my charges and tearing to meet 
me, resorted to all m anner of intrigue to over­ 
ride the constitution and deny to me the right 
of a fair trial, such as is guaranteed to every 
Knight of Labor. Your action is contrary to ail 
law and decency. You have outraged justice, 
lowered your manhood, and misrepresented 
your constituents by your votes, and you depend 
on false reports and burying your actions in 
silence on your return home, as has been done 
after past sessions of the Gee eral Assembly. 
This time your constituents will be given the 
truth by those who have the courage of their 
manhood. Since you have refused to give me 
an opportunity to defend myself, I now publish 
a few of the charges I made, and I defy you, or 
those whom you have sustained by your votes, 
to prove them false. 
H e goes on to enum erate the charges 
already published. 
Barry proposes to agi­ 
tate uuttl the General Assembly of the 
K nights of Labor adjourns. 
He will then 
put out his organizers and look after the 
formation of his D e w Order, which will be 
called the Brotherhood of United Labor. 


E A S T VS. W E S T . 


S h ip 
C a lifo rn ia in th e 
L e a d in S te e l 
C o n stru c tio n . 
W a sh in g to n, November 20th.—Out of 
the recent efforts of the Government to 
build a navy has grown a rivalry between 
the East and West that occasionally bursts 
forth in a somewhat spirited m anner. Per­ 
haps the best exponent of this contest is to 
be found in the construction of the two new 
cruisers, the 
Baltimore and Charleston. 
The former was begun by the Cramps of 
Philadelphia several m onths before the 
Union Iron W orks of San Francisco started 
on the latter, but the two ships have been 
kept in about the same stage of construc­ 
tion, so that comparisons and criticisms 
have been sm t back and forth, to the edifi­ 
cation of the departm ent and the public. 
At first the Eastern firms laughed at the 
idea of a W estern concern undertaking to 
build a battleship, but from the present 
outlook it would seem that the D epart­ 
m ent did not m ake a m istake in giving the 
San Francisco builders a part of the work. 
Although the Charleston was begun some 
time after the Baltimore, she was launched 
in July last, while the Baltimore did not 
touch the water 
till September. 
The 
former is also iu a much more advanced 
stage, the ninth payment on her being rec­ 
ommended to the Departm ent last week, 
while there has been hut seven or eight 
made on the Baltimore. This means that 
the Charleston will be readv for her trial 
sometime before the Eastern-built ship. 


TH EY COM E H IG H .

W a sh in g to n, November 20th— The sale 
of the efleets of Lord Sackville was contin­ 
ued at the British Legation to-day, and, as 
was the case vesterday, the articles sold 
brought generally more than they were 
w orth. 
A considerable quantity of'silver 
and platedware was first sold, and the hotel 
men were the best bidders. 
The contents of the stables were then 
sold. 
Everything which was marked with 
the coat of-arms or looked peculiarly E n­ 
glish brought good figures, sometimes two 
or three tim es their real value. 
A span of 
dark brown horses, which were said to 
have cost $800 a short tim e ago, but which 
had no distinguishing monograms, brought 
only $375. 
The double harness they wore, 
covered at every available place with the 
Sackville crest, brought a good price. 
After everything in the stable had been 
sold, the wines and cigars belonging to 
Lord Sackville were pnt up at auction and 
the bidding on them was brisk and spirited. 
At 4 o'clock the auctioneer closed the 
sale, and announced that the books and 
pictures which remained would be sold at 
the aucrion-rooru3. 
It is estimated that at 
least $7,090 was received from the sale. 


H A R R IS O N 'S T R O U B L E B E G IN S . 


T k e P r e s id e n t- E le c t B e se lg e d w ith P e ti­ 
tio n s Iro m O ftice-S eek ers. 
I n d ia n a p o l is, 
November 
20th. — The 
I resioent-elect put in the day, which was 
cool and pleasant, at work in rednciDg his 
stock of unanswered letters. There seems 
to be but little appreciable decrease in the 
voluminous correspondence daily received, 
and hundreds of congratulatory letters atili 
continue to arrive, but gradually the com­ 
plexion of his m ail is changing from con­ 
gratulatory to soliciting, and the applica­ 
tions for office are daily growing more 
numerous. 
It is General H arrison's present inten­ 
tion to endeavor to acknowledge the receipt 
of ail letters of a congratulatory nature, 
and telegrams. H e again requests the p-ess 
to convey his thanks, and serve as a friendly 
m edium to explain his inability to sepa. 


rately acknowledge the receipt of so many 
congratulations. No small portion of the 
General’s mail at present is from the South. 


T H E UABY-NAMING CRANKS. 
Among num erous other letters answered 
by General H arrison to-day were forty-four 
replies to parents who had informed him 
that they had named their babies “ Benja­ 
m in H arrison.” 
W ith one or two excep­ 
tions these namesakes were born since 
General H arrison’s election. The excep­ 
tions were two sets of triplets (boys) born 
shortly before the election, parents in each 
case nam ing one for General Harrison, and 
for President Cleveland, and the other for 
its father. 
Mrs. Harrison is also in receipt of nu­ 
merous letters stating that several “ Carrie 
H arrisons ' have, been christened since 
election day, anil to all such comm unica­ 
tions she promply replies ; but the num er­ 
ous applications and intercessions for office 
that are being mailed to her receive no a t­ 
tention, and are consigned to the waste­ 
basket. 


HARRISON PUTS ASIDE A PR IZE . 
W hile the President elect was reading 
his mail this afternoon he cante across a 
blank circular sent out by a Philadelphia 
newspaper, offering a prize cf $50 to the 
person who would fill in the correct names 
of General H arrison’s Cabinet. 
As he read 
it he rem arked: 
“ I think I conld win 
that prize, but I won’t try for it.” 
Cabinet-building continues to occupy the 
attention of political circles, and one can 
hear Cabinet talk everywhere, except in 
H arrison’s house. 
If the President-elect ha3 progressed far 
enough to give this im portant subject any 
consideration he keeps his own counsel 
absolutely inviolate, for his most intim ate 
personal friends have stated that they knew 
nothing whatever upon this subject.

baseball rules met this 
m orning at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. The 
meeting will be followed by a league meet­ 
ing. 
It is supposed that the Committee on 
Rules will recommend radical changes to 
enlarge the batting chances, and a proposi­ 
tion will also be made to abolish the out on 
foul. The points strongly at issue before 
the Committee on Ru!e3 are the high and 
low ball and the moving back of the 
pitcher. The majority of the committee 
have declared in favor of high and low ball. 
It will need a two-thirds vote of both the 
Association aud League men to carry it 
into effect. There is a large gathering of 
baseball managers. 


a n o t h e r account. 
N ew Y’o r k , November 20rh.—The Joint 
Rules Committee of the Baseball Clubs has 
completed the largest part of its work. An 
endeavor was made by a few delegates to 
reintroduce the high and low hall system, 
but the majority were against the idea and 
voted it down. 
One of the most im portant subjects dis­ 
cussed was the position of the pitcher. 
During the past season some players com­ 
plained that the pitcher was not far enough 
away trom the batsman, and that a position 
three or four feet farther back would be 
more suitable. A motion to that effect was 
voted down. 
SiDce it was decided that the um pire 
should stand behind the pitcher he has in ­ 
terfered with rather than helped the bats­ 
men. W hen thebatsinen has hit a fair ball, 
sending it over the pitcher’s head ami h it­ 
ting the umpire, he has no allowance, and 
is compelled to run. The pitcher has only 
to stoop and pick up the ball in order to 
throw him out at first. To remedy this the 
committee decided that a struck ball con­ 
stituted a base-hit, and gives the batsman a 
base when he hits the umpire. 
In order to improve the order of pitch­ 
ing, the committee has reduced the balls to 
four for the next season. The three strikes 
rem ain, as usual. 
The rule regarding foul 
tips has been abolished, and hereafter a 
man will be allowed to ran on them. 
At the evening session it was decided to 
allow each club the privilege of having on 
the grounds a tenth player, in full uni­ 
form, ready at the end of an even inning 
to take the place of any player. This man 
would be in addition to the substitute who 
has always been allowed to take the place 
ot an injured player. 
An attem pt to introduce a new rule pro­ 
viding that a player who runs over the sec­ 
ond base should uot be declared out, was 
voted down. 
At 9 e, m . the committee met in confer­ 
ence w ith the Scorers’ Association and 
agreed to embody in their report to-morrow 
to the Convention suggestions about scor­ 
ing changes, as 
given by the newspa­ 
per m en. The main subject’ discussed was 
the simplification of tabulated scores. 
It was generally agreed that the stolen- 
base colum n be done away w ith and its 
record included in the sum m ary. 
Byrnes’ 
suggestion that a stolen base should be 
credited when the player succeeded in se­ 
curing a base after a fair ball was caught 
on the fly was generally approved.

The biennial report of the Directors of 
Ihe Insane Asylum at Stockton has just 
been issued from the office of the State 
Printer. 
Iu their address to the Governor 
they say : 
The m anagem ent of this institution, for 
the past two years, has been made arduous 
aud difficult, because of an insufficient ap­ 
propriation and the largely increased num ­ 
ber of patients to whom it was absolutely 
necessary to give care aud attention, al­ 
though the accommodations were entirely 
inadequate for the purpose. 
As will be seen by the report of the Med­ 
ical Superintendent, the num ber of patients 
receiving care 
aud 
treatm ent 
in 
this 
asylum 
increased 
07 during the 
year 
ending Ju n e 30, 
1887, aud 93 during 
the year ending June 30, 1SSS, at which 
tim e there were 1,647 patients iu the insti­ 
tution. This num ber is at least 500 in ex­ 
cess of the num ber the buildings are de­ 
signed to accommodate, and in consequence 
not only are the various wards excessively 
crowded, but the corridors and attics are 
necessarily used to furnish sleep’ng rooms 
for the large num ber of patients who have 
been forced upon the care of the managers 
of the institution.

“It is 
supposed you will act independently and 
fearlessly,” he said, “ and without partisan 
bias or favoritism, and will return indict­ 
ments without regard to how the election 
has gone.” One of the first things he told 
the Grand Jurors was that they were not 
limited to offenses perpetrated entirely 
within the Slate. “ If an offense is begun 
in another State and consummated in this,” 
lie said, “ it comes within your jurisdic­ 
tion.” 
The feeling is prevalent that a stop must 
be put to this buying or selling of votes, 
or else the liberties of the people will be 
wrecked. J ust how to accomplish it is the 
problem. 
Of course the direct method 
would be by such political reformation as 
will put the management of every detail 
of party work into hands that will not de­ 
file them-elves by bribery ; to bring the 
better elements of the political parties into 
such moral unity as will cut short the em­ 
ployment of the vote brokers, the vicious 
men who come and go between the seller 
and buyer of votes. But this is to be the 
work of an age and cannot proceed in ad­ 
vance of general business honesty. 
A plan suggested as remedial is to re­ 
quire all political committees, and all can­ 
didates as well, to make exhibits under 
oath of their outlays of money, and these 
must not show expenditures outside of 
sjiecifietl purposes set forth in the law. 
Candidates, as a condition precedent to 
recognition in the canvass of votes, must 
make oath that they have not expended, 
or been privy to the expenditure of money, 
oi given or traaeu tilings oi vaiue, in their 
campaign, outside of the specifications al­ 
lowed by law. To such a statute it is pro­ 
posed to attach penal liabilities for viola­ 
tion. 
This is somewhat after the English 
system, and while it is not incapable of 
being avoided and partially defeated, it 
does not appear that there can be any sub­ 
stantial objection raised to it. 
Its consid­ 
eration and debate will evolve other prop- 
sitions, for attainment of the desired end. 
Our laws against bribery, of which vote- 
buying is the worst form, are not so severe 
as those of England, nor as were those of 
Louisiana fifty years ago, but such as we 
have are weak rather because of their 
uncertainty. 
If the crime cannot be 
checked by legislative rigor; if the moral 
sense of the p e o p le does not sufficiently 
revolt at the enormity of this phase of 
venality, the moral debasement of politi­ 
cal contests will eat into the system of self­ 
government as a cancer does into bodily 
vitality. 
Athens set up 
laws against 
bribery 
that 
in 
their 
severity 
deprived 
the 
detected 
of 
political 
capacity and worked confiscation of his 
property to the State ; yet bribery contin­ 
ued, and companies were actually formed 
to bribe officials for the benefit of mem­ 
bers, and Athens decaying, fell into the 
slough of the most aliominable corruption. 
Toward the close of the thirteenth cen­ 
tury, according to Lieber, the example of 
the Grecian bribery insurance companies 
was followed in England, but they did not 
maintain a vigorous existence. The Roman 
politicians followed the Athenian model of 
venality, until the popular assembly itself, 
because of the guilt of its members, inter­ 
posed to prevent their punishment for 
illegally obtaining their seats. The results 
of such shameless crime are too well 
known to necessitate repetition of the his­ 
torical facts. 
If the life of the American Republic is 
sapped, the iniamy of bribery will be a 
chief cause of our decay. 
“ Killing-may 
not be crime,” says Lieber in his admir­ 
able consideration of this question, “ but 
bribery always is, and if bribe be opposed 
by bribe general -demoralization is oniv 
consummated thesooner, while one party's 
abstaining from it may become the germ 
of a better state of tilings, and may indeed 
s ¡ve the country.” In Lieber’s day boss- 
ism, as we know it, was not so prominent a 
political factor as to.be taken into much 
account. 
It lias grown to its present in­ 
famous proportions and alarming power as 
an instrument of intimidation and for the 
manipulation of voters hy bribery, either 
in the direct disbursement . c*f money or the 
traffic in place and perquisites, and it 
therefore is the twin of the cancer against 
which the United 
States Court at In­ 
dianapolis urged the Grand Jury to apply 
the scalpel of inquisition. But that it will 
be able to do so under present laws with 
effectiveness is not believed. 
The object of the secret batiot was to 
check bribery and intimidation, or at least 
to prevent their consummation. In that re­ 


printed beneath Republican 
hend-lines and the title “ Harrison and 
Morton.” All sucli devices are companions 
to bribery, the legitimate spawn of odious 
kossism, and ulcers upon the political sys­ 
tem that will eat their way into the very 
heart of the Republic itself, unless venalty 
in public office, corruption in political 
aspiration, and the extortion and bribery of 
boesism and conscienceless men of ambition 
are brought to the liar of public judgment, 
and condemned by such verdicts of the 
people as will deprive them of their de­ 
structive powers and decree their eventual 
downfall. 


THE WHITECHAPEL MYSTERY. 


London is beginning to feel ashamed of 
the popular outcry that drove Sir Charles 
Warrc-n to resign the headship of the 
London police, because of the non-discov­ 
ery of the W hitechapel murderer. 
It was 
set up against him that he introduced too 
much of military system into the Police 
Department and thus withdrew the officers 
from the people. But just what this has 
to do with the atrocious murders in the 
V. hitechapel district all London is now 
asking itself. 
Nearly half a year ago the murder of 
the fallen women lagan, and ever since the 
best detective talent in England lias been 
applied to a solution of the mystery, with­ 
out reaching any definite conclusion. The 
large rewards offered for the discovery of 
the murderer seem to have had no effect. 
The officers could not redouble their vigi­ 
lance, for they were as quick to the neces­ 
sity of unearthing the criminal as was pos­ 
sible. General W arren says he has re­ 
ceived in the half year 1,400 letters on the 
subject, the most of which contained val­ 
uable suggestions, and upon al! which the 
detectives and the police acted without 
gaining any ground. The Chief has de­ 
voted his time and skill to the matter to 
the neglect of almost all other business, 
leaving the discharge of the latter to sub­ 
ordinates; he consulted German, French 
and American detectives; lie worked out 
the theories of the press, the ministry, and 
of his own officers, but all without gain; 
the murders are as much a mystery to day 
as ever. 
Yet General W arren was com­ 
pelled to resign for not doing more, for not 
doing that, indeed, which baffles the de­ 
tective skill of the world. 
It is a peculiarity of the English system 
that demands a sacrifice for official failure, 
no matter how sound the explanation in 
response to the charge may he. 
It is true 
that the murders are of 
a 
character 
that would seem must leave clues to the 
identity of the' perpetrator. He kills in 
the most brutal manner. He does not seek 
his victims in dark corners, nor waylay 
them in the labyrinth of narrow, crooked 
and interminably interlacing streets, alleys 
and courts of W hitechapel. On the con­ 
trary, he goes into their houses, and with the 
lights burning and with no apparent care as 
to secrecy taken, kills the women and carves 
up their bodies- 
His work is so bloody 
that lie must be covered witli the crimson 
evidences of the brutal dissection, yet he 
leaves no stained clothing behind him to 
point in his direction; no man is 
found 
upon the streets with blood-stained hands 
or garments. 
Whence comes and whither goes this 
strange being who appears to have settled 
upon the extermination of the loose women 
of W hitechapel? How is it that with such 
awful work in hand he completely baffles 
the police of the greatest city of the world 
and the detectives of four nations? Here 
is a detachment of 2,000 men watching a 
small district of a large city, searching all 
its houses, night and day, stopping all per­ 
sons upon the streets every few feet and 
examining their clothing, and yet in the 
midst of all this vigilance the assassin 
walks through the highways of W hite­ 
chapel, selects his victim, kills her, carves 
her body in pieces, smears the walls and 
furniture of her rooms with her blood, dis­ 
sects the remains in a manner that must 
take hours to accomplish, cleans and takes 
his weapons away with him, and walks out 
again and through the streets without de­ 
tection or leaving any clue to his identity. 
In its anger over ils apparent helplessness 
to discover the fiend, the city visits its rage 
upon General Warren, and compels him to 
resign at the very time of all others when 
no change should he made. London, in 
short, hasdone a foolish thing—condemned 
a worthy man as inefficient—and now its 
press is busy explaining and apologizing 
for the action, for London is ashamed of 
its li3ste. 


A W ell-K n o w n 
C aliforn ian G ives 
E x p erien ce in th e E a st. 
Ab. C. Freeman, who is traveling in the 
East, writes a letter to a friend in this city, 
dated Boston, November 8th, in, which he 
says: 
Your letter awaited me here, and was my 
first news from California. You can never 
realize until you leave it, how far our State 
is away from its sister States and their peo­ 
ple. It is not merely that thousands of 
miles intervene. We are further out of the 
every-day thought rmd knowledge of the 
East than is any of the European countries, 
and they pay so little attention to what they 
bear from the thousands of people who 
have visited us aud returned, that it finds 
no accurate resting place in their memory. 
If we have a prize fight iu San Francisco, 
or land or reftc-e to land a Chinaman, the 
papers publish the fact. Otherwise, one 
might as well look into a London paper 
for news from California as in any of the 
great journals east of the Rocky moun­ 
tains. 
Let me tell you the sad truth that from 
Placer county to Boston there is really no 
country save the State of Iowa and one or 
two counties in Ohio. Towns and cities 
you find everywhere, and the buildings in 
them surpass anything you ever saw. But 
really that is all there is above ground. 
There are coal and iron and natural gas 
and all kinds of manufactories; but the 
country is dilapidated and deserted. The 
houses and barns are unpainted, many of 
the fences are made out of roots and 
stumps piled together; the only fruit trees 
in sight are old apple trees planted by the 
grandfathers fifty to one bundled years 
ago. The country is too poor for anything 
but pasturage, and perhaps some gardening 
in certain fertilized soil. Whenever a few 
acres of corn can be seen, it looks like chil­ 
dren were playing at farming and this was 
one of the toy crops. Many of the farmers 
use oxen, and we have not seen a dozen 
colts or young horses iu the fields between 
here and Iowa, and we have traveled 
mostlv in the day time. Sheep seem to be 
the chief stock, and try to believe me if 
you can, when I tell you that in New York 
and Massachusetts a band of sheep mav 
consist of 7, 10, 11, 12 and sometimes of 25 
head, one dozen being about the average. 
The one wealth of the country is memen­ 
toes and reminders, and these make i.s 
akin to the people to whom we are stran­ 
gers. I stood in the room of the Court of 
Appeals at Albany, amid portraits and 
statues of men, whose work was more fa­ 
miliar to me than that of my own ances­ 
tors. I think you would have smiled had 
you heard the watchman on dutv kindly 
explaining to me what it was that these 
men, Kent, and Spencer, and Walworth, 
Hill, Delano, Comstock, Folger and the 
like had been and done, to entitle their 
names and faces to be kept here in remem­ 
brance. Here, too, are mementoes of the 
war, the colors of many regiments faded 
with age, or stained and torn in the conflict. 
Here was the original draft of Lincoln’s 
Emancipation Proclamation, written by liis 
own hand, and interlined with suggestions 
by Seward, and in one of the halls near by 
are the garments in which Colonel Ells­ 
worth was killed, while hauling down the 
rebel flag at the beginning of the war. 
Yesterday was a rare day with me. Tr 
ing to pass up one of the"narrow streets" I 
found it packed with men and almost im ­ 
passable. Looking up 1 saw the quarters 
of the Republican Committee, and in the 
front windows two liveroosters. The birds 
did not know why they were there, and 
did not enjoy it. 1, on the other haud 
knew and enjoyed. I forced my way 
nearly inside iu 
the 
hope 
of hear­ 
ing from California. 
It was no use. 
The crowd was too large, and at once 
the idea was conceived and announced of 
holding a meeting in Fanueii Hall, the 
Cradle of Liberty, at 1 o’clock. How the 
news was spread I do not know, but at 1 
o'clock there was no room left iu the hall. 
Looking over the heads of men in front I 
seemed to see the great expounder of the 
Constitution again alive and shaking the 
old hall with thunders of applause. It was 
indeed his form and face, in the hour of 
his greatness, as he stood in simple grand­ 
eur in the Senate, before his antagonist, 
Calhoun, and amidst his colleagues, pro­ 
nouncing “ that other sentiment, dear to 
every American heart: Liberty ami union 
now and forever.” The scene of the great

About the walis were por­ 
traits of t ie early anti-slave.-y men—Sum- 
nor, Wendell Phillino, lleur.v Wilson nuil 
others, as well as of such men of the revo­ 
lution as John Adams, and his son John 
Quincy, Samuel Adams, Lafayette, and 
many others. The glory of Boston has 
departed, and 
she

It seemed imnossibl 
that my own State, with al! i s hopes of 
the future, had joined the dark column, 
and while never believing the bad r.ews, 
they still saddened me. To-night, this last

To fold its tent, like the Arabs, 
A nd as quietly steal aw ay.”

K gem i*iit a n d P u r p o s e . 
The Yliiculmral Commissioners liave 
prepared a circular, which is to be ad­ 
dressed to every' grapegrower and wine 
maker in the State, asking for support for 
their new departure in the wsy of estab 
lishing quarters in Piatt’s Hall. The mode 
of managing the exhibit as set forth in the 
circular is as follows: 
The State Viticultnral Commission will 
take possession of I’latt’s Hall, No. 216 
Montgomery street. San Francisco, at the 
close of the present month, anti will im­ 
mediately fit it up for occupancy. 
The 
objects for moving into the hall are: 
First—To obtain more room, the present 
rooms not being la'g- enough to carry on 
the new work of the Commission. 
Second—To keep upa permanent exh:bit 
of viticultural products. 
Third—To establish au exchange where 
brokers, dealers and producers can meet 
and effect sales. 
Fourth—To provide means for the public 
to sample pure California wines and 
brandies. 
One of the leading features of the ex­ 
hibit will be wines aud brandies suitable 
for consumption, asdisllngui-bed from new 
vintages suitable only for storsge. The ob­ 
ject of making such au exhibit would be 
entirely frustrated if opportunity for sam­ 
pling was not provided. A Iree "tampling- 
room would, of necessity, become a public 
nuissnce, and one that the commission 
wouid not care to control. Moreover, ex­ 
hibitors of fine products would not be will­ 
ing to contribute samples for tree use of 
visitors. 
After considerable deliberation 
on this snhject, the committee iu chatge 
decided upon the following [dan, which, no 
doubt, will be satisfactory to all parties in­ 
terested : A portion of the hail will be 
leased to Mr. Peter Klein, the proprietor of 
the Occidental Restaurant, for a cafe, which 
will be open between the hours of 11 a . m . 
and 3 p. m. In the cafe a light but ffrst- 
class lunch will be served, and only such 
wines and brandies as are on exhibition in 
the main ball. Persons wiebing to sample 
wines and brandies without partaking of 
any lunch will have free use of the cafe; 
the lunch will be in readiness for those 
who wish it. 
The Commission will print the wine list 
for use in the cafe, which will contain the 
name9 of the wines, the names o! the ex­ 
hibitors, the places where the goods may be 
procured, and the ordinary retail prices for 
casts and bottles. The prices given will be 
those named by the exhibitors. The man­ 
ager of thecafeandhis waiters will be strict­ 
ly prohibited from exercising any influence 
in guiding the taste of the public wall re­ 
spect to choice of any sample, and to pro­ 
tect exhibitors in this respgck the manager 
of this cafe will lie allowed a uniform 
service charge, no matter what the price of 
the goods may be, as. for instance, twemy 
cents for quart bo'tle*. and ten ..cuts for 
pint?

Burglarn H eld to A nsw er—O ther Offen­ 
ders D ealt W ith. 
In the Police Court yesterday m orning 
the first case called was that of Robert 
Reynolds, charged w ith burglarizing the 
residence of Rev. A. C. H errick a week ago 
last Sunday night.

FIRST TRir OVER THE ELECTRIC 
RAILWAY LISE. 


T housands o f E nthusiastic Citizens 
Cheer th e Sm oothly M oving 
Car On Its W ay. 


Yesterday was a gieat day for Sacra­ 
mento, a3 it saw the successful introduction 
of electricity as the motive power for pro­ 
pelling street care. 
Ever since a few enter­ 
prising and energetic business men entered 
upon the construction of a street railway 
on which electric rare were to be used, the 
cry has been heard on all sides that it 
never would be a success, and everything 
possible has been done by some people to 
belittle the efforts of the m anagers and 
throw cold water on the enterprise. Yes­ 
terday the officers and prom oters of the 
scheme had their day of victory, and re ­ 
ceived a perfect ovation from the populace 
as they passed through J street on their 
elegant car. 
It wss the occasion of the 
trial trip of the first car and it proved a 
success in every particular. 
The readers of the R ecord U nion have 
been kept fully advised of the construction 
of the road, which is four miles long, and 
the new car was described on its arrival 
here from Philadelphia, about two weeks 
ago. 
It is neatly painted in orange and 
brown, and makes a very handsom e ap­ 
pearance. 
Along the panel above the 
trucks are the words “ Central Street R ail­ 
way.” 
The inscription on the sides of the 
car above the windows reads : 
“ Depot, 
via J and L streets, to Oak Park,” and on 
the ends, “ M street and Pavilion.” The 
car is handsomely upholstered in crimson 
plush, and lighted by two incandescent 
electric lights. It also has an electric head­ 
light of great power. Twenty-four persons 
can be comfortably seated, and the car is so 
wide that it can accommodate as m any 
more standing. 
The car is propelled by two Reckenzaun 
electric motors of four horse power each, 
capable of working up to eight horse­ 
power each for a short time. The motors 
are actuated by electricity stored in eighty 
cells of the Electric Accum ulator Compa­ 
ny's m ake (type “ 23c” ) which are carried 
under the seats of the car. These cells are 
run under the seats from the end of the 
car upon trays, and m ake the connection 
with the m achinery of the car auto i ati- 
cally. 
The weight of the eighty storage 
batteries, together with the two motors and 
all other electrical apparatus and machinery 
is 5,000 pounds. The car itself weighs 
5,500 pounds. 
The Board of Directors of the Central 
Street Railway CompaDy is composed of L. 
L. Lewis, Edwin K. Alsip, Sol. Runyon, 
W illiam J. Landers, Robert T. Devlin, J. 
B. W right, Robert H. Hawley. The officers 
are: 
L. L. Lewis, President; Edwin K. 
Alsip, Secretary; W. L. W right, Electrician; 
John Beck, Sajierinlendent of Track. 


TH E TRIAD T R IP . 
One o’clock yesterday afternoon was the 
hour set for the trial trip, and neatly printed 
invitations had been sent to the following 
gentlemen to occupy seats in the car: 
Governor R. W . W aterm an, F . R. Dray, 
Jam es A rm strong of San Francisco, Frank 
Miller, S. Prentiss Sm ith, B. V'. Steinm an, 
P. S. Lawson, President of the Pioneers; 
Joseph Steffens. President of the Board of 
Trade; F. F. Tebbets. President of the 
Board of Supervisors; R. S. Carey, Rev. H. 
A. Mavhew, A. Abbott, Eugene j. Gregory, 
Mayor of Sacramento; Trustee John Ryaii, 
Trustee H . C. Wolf, J. R. W atson, W." W. 
Douglas, C. S. M arquandt of Des Moines, 
la., two representatives of the Recop.d- 
U siox, two representatives of the Bee. 
The invited guests were assembled at the 
corner of Fourth and J streets, and had but 
a lew m om ents to wait for the car, which 
started from the end of the line near the 
Southern Pacific passenger depot. As it 
came around the corner of Third street, and 
turned into J, a great shout went up from 
the hundreds of people who were collected 
along the sidewalks on both sides of the 
latter thoroughfare. Stopping at the corner 
of Fourth, the favored individuals who 
held invitations were taken on board, and 
the car moved on up J street. The elec­ 
trician, Mr. W right, stood on the front 
platform w ith his hand on the little lever 
by which the car is started and stopped and 
its speed regulated. 
By his side stood L. L. 
Lewis, while Edwin K. Alsip occupied the 
rear platform. These gentlemen were re­ 
peatedly cheered as the car passed along, 
and the crowds of citizens were wildly en­ 
thusiastic over the evident success of the 
enterprise. 
Handkerchiefs waved from all 
the balconies, and the street had a gala day 
appearance. 
The people were happy, and 
those who predicted failure were dum b. 
Those on the car were delighted. Stops 
and starts were mods without the least jerk 
or jar, and the car ran with less noise than 
the ordinary horsc-car. 
At 
the stteet 
crossings the electrician sounded the gong 
by simply pressing an electric button with 
his foot. 
At the corner of Eleventh street there 
was a m ishap, which was very annoying, 
but which was in no way connected with 
the electric system . 
At this point the line 
turr.s from J street into Eleventh. 
A 
switch had beeD left open and the car pro­ 
ceeded some forty feet up J street, where 
no track had been laid, 
Tbe action was 
reversed and it was run back beyond the 
switch, but the wheels got wedged in be­ 
tween the track and the cobbles, and it took 
a considerable time to get the ear on the 
track again. This was the only unpleasant 
incident which occurred during tbe whole 
trip. 
As soon as the car was replaced on the 
track it proceeded on its way, going down 
Eleventh to L and up L to Fifteenth, to M, 
to the corner of Twenty-eighth street. The 
late rains had put the streets :n a terrible 
condition, and as no car had ever been run 
over the track some difficulty was antici­ 
pated, but none was experienced. 
Jam es Armstrong, of the Pacific Electric 
Storage Company, of San Francisco, whose 
father owns the right for constructing the 
storage batteries on this coast, said that he 
was astonished that the car worked so well 
under the exceedingly unfavorable condi­ 
tions. 
He was highly pleased at the suc­ 
cess of the trial, and said that his com- 
j'V .y’s tacory vor.’d have all it could do 
in supplying the dem and for storage bat­ 
teries when the result of this trial was 
known. As the track had not been cleaned 
up farther than Twenty-eighth street the 
car returned after reaching that point. 
The return trip was made without tbe 
slightest hitch. The car is not turned 
round in ord-r to inn back. The lever is 
sim ply removed from one platform to the 
other, the headlight changed to the other 
end, and the action reversed. 
Most of the 
trip was made at a low rate of speed, owing 
to the condition of the track, but coming 
down J street the car ran at the rate of fif­ 
teen miles an hour, m aking a block in 
twenty seconds. 
W hen the car reached the corner of 
Third street F. F. Tebbets proposed three 
cheers for Messrs. Lewis and Alsip and the 
other promoters of th° enterprise, and they 
were given with a will by those on the car 
and taken up and echoed by the crowd on 
the sidewalk. 
The trial was pronounced a complete suc­ 
cess by all. 
The car started out with two 
hundred and sixty-seven volts of power 
and only expended forty volts in the trip. 
It had on board when it returned enough 
p.w er to have m ade five more trips. W hile 
it takes some time to charge the batteries 
with electricity, no delay is occasioned, as it 
takes but a few moments to take out one 
set of batteries and put in another. 
M any people have in some way got an 
impression that riding on an electric car 
will interfere with the running of a watch. 
Mr. W right, tbe electrician, says that this 
is utter nonsense and has no foundation in 
fact whatever. 
W. J. Landers, one of the Directors, was 
unable to be present and sent a letter ex­ 
pressing his regret.

BY ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
At half-past seven o'clock in the evening 
the car was brought out again and made 
four trips up and down J stieet as far as 
Eleventh, carrying the wives and families 
of the Directors of the road. 
The appear­ 
ance of the car at night was much more 
striking and attractive than in the day­ 
tim e. 
It was brilliantly lighted with 
electiieity, and 
the 
electric 
headlight 
seemed more powerful than that of a loco­ 
motive. 
The people on the streets were 
delighted and gave expression to their joy 
in frequent cheers. 
The rate of speed at 
night was greater than during the trial trip 
and everything worked perfectly. 
It is expected that the car will commence 
m aking regular trips early next week. The 
company has made arrangem ents for sev­ 
eral other care, but have withheld the 
order to take advantage of a new improve­ 
m ent, just discovered, in the shape of a 
ball-bearing wheel. It is claimed that with 
this im provem ent one man can start one of 
the cars by hand, and one m otor can be 
used instead of two. 
It is said that the life 
of a battery will then be twelve hours run 
instead of seven, which would be an im ­ 
mense saving in expense. 
On Saturday the Directors of the Oak 
Park Association will be taken out to the 
Park, as the track will have been put iu 
order the entire length of the line by that 
tim e. 
Messrs. Lewis and Alsip were delighted 
with the result of the trial and were justly 
entitled to the praise that was awarded 
them on »11 sides for the energy and enter­ 
prise displayed in projecting and carrying 
this im portant undertaking to completion.
